Multnomah County ARES Trailer 
MCARES created a plan to acquire and equip a 
standard 7x12 cargo trailer for use as a portable 
command station. Fundraising raised roughly 
$35,000 in cash and equipment donations. The 
fundraising campaign was scheduled for Novem- 
ber 2014 through January of 2015 and they 
raised roughly $13,000 and was approved for a 
$17,000 FEMA grant. From November 2014 
through March 2016 ARES members and supporters put in close to 2000 
hours of volunteer time in design, coordination and construction. 
MCARES successfully completed the Trailer Project in March of 2016. A brief 
listing of the capabilities include: Five VHF/UHF radios, two all mode radios, 
dual propane 3000w generators with 2-3 days of fuel, battery backup for key 
systems, 24-36 hours of runtime, 150w solar battery maintenance system, 
PACTOR, packet and soundcard modes, dual wide-screen displays, 4800Ib 
loaded weight, multiple HF and VHF antenna and mast systems, on-board 
spectrum analyzer, on board air conditioning and heating, plus room for four 
operator positions and up to 5-10 visitors (depending on age).
